Grand Champion Top at $1275—Man-O- War Josephine Top Female at $725 


Farms Dispersal on March 28. As announced by 

wire in our last issue, the dispersal of this well 
known herd at Cambridge City, Indiana, was an out- 
standing success with an average of $319.70 for the 43 
members of the Paul herd. As expected the National 
Grand Champion and Reserve All-American Aged Bull, 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, was the top priced 
animal of the day, going to Quality Park Farms, Hud- 
son, Wis., at $1,275, a bargain price for a sire of such 
outstanding excellence. Two females reached the $700 
mark, with a top at $725. Two others sold at $600; 
another at $500 and a total of 17 above $300. Buyers 
were present from New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Indiana. 


Fortune smiled on the event, with a beautiful bright 
spring day, and a large and distinguished crowd was on 
hand to enjoy it. Billed to open at one o’clock, the 
visitors started assembling early, and the morning was 
given over to informal inspection of the offerings. Every- 
thing was in ship-shape as always, and the cattle meas- 
ured well up to the high advance expectations. The sale 
was held in the spacious upper floor of the main barn, 
which was crowded to capacity. The ring was taste- 
fully decorated with potted rhododendrons, with Better 
Times roses from Joe Hill as favors for all purchasers. 


Art Petersen, who managed the sale, had every de- 
tail carefully worked out and smoothly functioning. He 
called the proceedings to order at 12:40, with a brief 
opening statement regarding the herd and its achieve- 
ments. Dick Paul was introduced and extended a wel- 
come and his appreciation of the fine attendance. Na- 
“onal Directors Buth and Baird, and Supt. Norton took 
a how, and Extension Director Glen Householder made 
fitting and interesting reference to the constructive con- 
tribution this herd has made to the industry. Auc- 
lioneers Gene Mack and Walter Andrews were intro- 
duced, with Walter opening the sale.

Howard Blount, of Crownhurst 
Farms, Lacona, N. Y., started her at $400 and stayed 
with her until his final bid of $700 shook off the compe- 
“tion of Elwood Bayne and others. Then followed her 
month-old sparkling black bull calf, by K B K O him- 
‘elf, Again Mr. Blount was the purchaser at $200, a 
price Which should make him a bargain for a future herd 
ty as the development of the dam proceeds. It looked 
a8 though this might be the top price for females, as 
— stars were struck off at $500 and $600 valuations, 
- finally remained for this honor to go to the yearl- 
re nushter of famed All-American Josephine. A strik- 
a ndividual, she was sired by the former Paul herd 
‘ire, Man-O-War Captain, son of Man-O-War 62d now in 





service in the Purdue University herd. Bidding on her 
was perhaps the most spirited of the day, and two 
minutes after she entered the ring, she was struck off 
to Herbert Mayer, owner of Shanley Farm, Palatine, IIl., 
at $725, Henry Schell being the last contending bidder. 
Mr. Schell, as agent, was the largest buyer in the sale, 
getting eight head for a total of $3,205. Among his se- 
lections were K B K O Letty, a 4-year-old daughter of 
K B K O that was third prize 3-year-old at the Na- 
tional last year, and a member of the K B K O Get of 
Sire. Another great senior yearling prospect selected by 
Mr. Schell was K B K O Della Marathon, also at $600. 
Her dam is a 698-lb. fat daughter of Ormsby King Della 
Fobes from the grand old Maytag cow, M B Ormsby 
Wayne. Still another outstanding selection by Mr. Schell 
was the 3-year-old, Zeldenrust K B K O Burke at $460. 
She was second prize 2-year-old at Indiana last year and 
is a daughter of K B K O 12th, due right after the sale 
by K BK O himself. 


Another of the tops was K B K O Inka, first prize 
senior yearling at Ohio and Michigan last year. This 
daughter of K B K O was fresh a month and in udder 
and general promise looks like one of the best things 
her sire ever produced. She is a full sister of the noted 
prize winner, K B K O 22d, from the great show and 
breeding cow, Ormsby Inka Hengerveld. Howard Blount 
added her to the Crownhurst string at $500. 


In general, it was the feeling that the bulls sold 
lower accordingly than the females. ‘‘14th,’’ massive 
National Grand Champion son of King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby, and looking fit to duplicate the job on sale day, 
was generally guessed at somewhere above the $2,000 
mark, and the $1,275 figure at which he was struck off 
to Quality Park Farm made him undoubtedly the buy of 
the sale. His calves, as displayed here, indicate a great 
future for him as a sire in addition to the prestige of 
future show ring winnings. When he came into the 
ring, $500 starting bids popped up all over the place. 
He quickly went to the $1,000 mark, after which it nar- 
rowed down to a contest between the Quality Park rep- 
resentatives and Elwood Bayne, the latter dropping out 
when his $1,250 offer was raised to $1,275. Quality 
Park plans to use him on a hundred cows in their herd, 
and this will be his first order of business. We hope he 
may return to the shows later on. 


The other outstanding older bull offering was King 
Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 25th, 3-year-old full brother 
of “14th.” He was owned jointly by Dick Paul and 
Floyd Carter of Springfield, Ohio. He was another real 
buy at $400, the purchasers being Link & Aukeman, 
Springfield, Ohio. 

Several of the grand old breeding cows in this herd 
were purchased by Clarence Smith, representing the 
Michigan State Institutions. We assume they will con- 
tinue mating them with King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, 
now in service in the Ionia State Hospital herd. The

past sensational results certainly indicate that this was 
a smart move. King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, first son 
of King Bessie, both in age and in achievement to date, 
furnished a striking example in this herd of the value 
of a real sire. One of his daughters, K B K O Jose- 
phine, it will be recalled, topped the Royal Brentwood 
last year at $2,350, then going on to win All-American 
honors. We do not have the total of the prices for 
which his sons and daughters have previously been sold. 
In this sale, however, there were thirteen daughters and 
four sons which sold for a total of $6,605. Of these, one 
was a cow blemished in the udder, and two were baby 
calves, respectively one and two months old. Another 
sire that was much appreciated was Carnation Ormsby 
Perfection, famed Joe Hill herd sire, now in the front 
line at Carnation. In addition to the $700 daughter 
previously mentioned, one other daughter was offered, a 
bred 2-year-old, due with first calf next fall. Her sell- 
ing price was $390 to M. D. Buth, Comstock Park, Mich. 


Of the consignments, special mention should be made 
of a $425 K B K O daughter from Earlham College, 
Richmond, Ind., purchased by C. M. Bottema, Indianapo- 
lis, and a $300 daughter of the old bull, out of a daugh- 
ter of Sir Inka May from Lyman Orr, Liberty, Ind., to 
Richman Farms, Lodi, Ohio. Warren Collier, Durant, 
Iowa, sold a striking yearling son of ‘14th’ to Earlham 
Farms, Richmond, Ind., for $350. Magdalena Weldy, 
Wakarusa, Ind., received $270 for a 2-year-old daugh- 
ter of King Bessie 69th, out of a K B K O daughter.

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John Zoberlin, Master Breeder 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


O few breeders, regardless of resources, ever has 
I come the achievement in breeding good dairy cattle 

that has been accomplished within the past quarter- 

century by John Zoberlin, Plymouth, Wis. His experience 
reads like an Horatio Alger novel in which hard work 
mixed with brains has won success in the face of handi- 
caps. Born in Germany of a Swiss father and German 
mother, John came to this country at 15 years of age, 
going directly to Plymouth, Wis., present cheese capital 
of the U. S., where he had friends from the Old Country. 
Industrious and frugal, John saved his earnings, and 
22 years ago he took two important steps. He took unto 
himself a wife and purchased the present Summit Farm, 
six miles southwest of Plymouth, where he has since 
resided. Perhaps a third step. should also be men- 
tioned—tthe hiring of Walter Lelge as a farm hand. 
Walter is still on the job, not as a “‘farm hand” but as 
John Zoberlin’s ‘right-hand man’’—an _ indispensable 
cog in the wheel. He had about four years previously 
made a small start with Holsteins, the first purchase 
being a pair of cows from Harry Keach, Greenbush, Wis., 
brother-in-law of Emil Titel. He was fortunate in get- 
ting good ones. One of them, Bumblebee Spring Valley, 
milked up to 90 lbs. on twice-a-day milking and has 
descendants prominent in the herd today. However 
John dates his real progress from the purchase of the 
bull, Pabst Korndyke Cornflower from Pabst Farms. The 
price was $2,400 and John had to borrow the money, but 
it proved an investment of far reaching importance. This 
bull was by Korndyke Segis Johanna, out of Pabst Corn- 
flower, an inbred daughter of King Pontiac Champion. 
A full sister, bearing the same name, later broke the 
record in her class, and sold for $30,000 in the St. Paul 
National Sale in 1920. This bull, a brother to the sire 
of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, certainly sired production. 
Nine of his daughters have been tested for the year. 
Tops are 1,086 and 1,024 lbs. fat, four others made over 
800 lbs. fat, another 792 lbs. at 3 years, with the two 
bottoms at 678 and 608 lbs. fat, and the whole list 
averaging 853.75 lbs. fat, 3.77% fat. John told us this 
bull’s sons were not as good individuals as the daugh- 
ters, so that before the bull made his reputation, it was 
hard to sell them. However, we note that two of them 
have an A. R. daughter each, one 1,054 lbs. fat, the other 
861 lbs. fat. 

Probably the most important step in the development 
of the herd was the purchase of Governor Fobes from 
John Erickson for $5,800. This bull, son of Wisconsin 
Fobes 5th and Marathon Bess Burke, represents a cross 
that would command an even higher figure today if it 
were available. This bull put the Zoberlin herd really 
up into the front rank in type, production and popularity. 
His daughters did not quite match the remarkable per- 
formance of the Cornflower bull, but they do include 
even now the only pair of daughters of one sire with rec- 

ords above 22,000 lbs. milk as junior 2-year-olds in Class

Herd sires do not live forever, and Governor Fobes 
in due course was followed by Wisconsin Aaggie Dell, 
(out of Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie, 978-lb. fat daughter 
of Admiral Ormsby Fobes, the full brother of Governor 
Fobes); King Aaggie Della Mercedes; Ponderosa Path. 
way Ormsby Fobes and the present senior herd sire, 
Johanna Bonheur Ormsby Della—these representing the 
sires of practically everything in the herd today. There 
are now over 30 daughters of the last mentioned sire. 
known at home as ‘‘The Charlie Bull.’’ He fits in beav- 
tifully with the herd in breeding, his sire being Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst 3d (sire of New Year Belle, etc.) and 
his dam, Bonheur Mercedes Ormsby Della (Old Popeye) 
now recognized as the greatest daughter of Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Della. Few of his daughters are yet 
in production, but they show remarkable promise. The 
first one to complete a year made 650 Ibs. fat with a 
4% test. 

Bringing the sire record down to date, the bull se- 
lected to mate with the ‘“‘Charlie’’ daughters is an in- 
bred Johanna Rag Apple Pabst bull, Montvic Pathfinder 
21st. His sire, Pathfinder, is by Montvic Chieftain and 
out of Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur (both by Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst). The dam is a 560-lb. 4% 2-year-old 
daughter of Montvic Rag Apple Baron, next dam an 880- 
lb. 4.9% daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Oak 
hurst Colantha Abbekerk, she with 1,061 Ibs. fat, 4% 
test and an All-American winner. Here is a real knock- 
out of a bull. 

While John Zoberlin has always been a firm be 
liever in the necessity of having a good bull if you are 
to make progress in breeding, he has always had an 
appreciation of the value of brood cows. His old Bun- 
blebee cow demonstrated that. He also bought a pair 
of sisters early in the game from Robert Stolper, Ran- 
dom Lake, Wis., that have provided a further demon 
stration. They were Matilda Mercedes Segis and Rose 
Segis Johanna, and their pictures in connection with this 
story gives some idea of what cows they were. Rose 
made a record of 33.95 lbs. butter in 7 days; following 
a 3-year-old record of 864.4 Ibs. fat, and was sold to 
Oklahoma A. & M. College for $3,100—the highest price 
John ever received for an animal. Matilda made a $2 
lb. 7-day record, going on through with 959.2 Ibs. fat, 
25,776.3 lbs. milk and spent her lifetime in the herd 
to found an important family. Elmwood’s Senoritas

Vote for Delegates Before April 22 
All-American Plans 

E have been giving much thought to the matter 
W « the All-American Selections for 1938. Last 

year, we broadened the scope somewhat, with 
nominations eligible by all judges at State and Provincial 
and National shows of the U. S. and Canada. These 
nominations were then passed upon by a committee com- 
posed of the judges at the National, Waterloo, Eastern 
States, Pacific International, Canadian National amd 
Canadian Royal. Then came the voting contest open to 
the public, with prizes for those whose lists came nearest 
to the official list. 

Popular interest in this contest exceeded our most 
optimistic expectations with nearly 1,700 participants. 
The tabulation of the popular vote révealed a very close 
agreement with the official selections. Twelve of the 
fifteen All-Americans were the same on both lists, with 
the other three popular choice All-Americans being Re- 
serve selections on the official list. In other words, if the 
popular list had been the basis of designation, twelve 
would have been unchanged and the other three would 
have been animals that actually were named Reserve, 
in each case by a divided vote of the committee. 
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In view of this close agreement we now have in ming 
for 1938 a procedure under which the All-American gg. 
lections will be made officially by popular vote of oy, 
readers. We would provide that every first prize winne; 
at.a state, provincial, regional or National show ip the 
U. S. and Canada would be eligible for consideratioy 
upon submission of a suitable photograph. Then, tg 
simplify th. public voting, we would have an officia) 
committee (perhaps made up the same as the presen; 
Selection Committee) go over these nominations ang 
designate the six tops in each class. The public woujq 
then vote on its first and second choices among the giy 
and the result would determine the official award. 


We considered such a plan last year but were finally 
dissuaded from going all the way through with it for 
these principal reasons. It was felt that selection by , 
small committee of expert judges might be a more gound 
judgment than would be secured from a general cross 
section of breeders. There was also a fear that family 
interests might give undue advantage to the larger 
breeding establishments that had more related animals 
out througn the country, and that there might be 2 
tendency to ‘‘politicking’’ as some expressed it. Our 
fears along these lines appeared groundless in the light 
of the resuits of the popular voting contest of 1937. 

If now the popular vote were to determine the official 
awards, we would feel it desirable to require that voting 
be done only on official ballots to avoid any temptation 
to ‘‘pack”’ the vote with duplicates from all members of 
our larger organizations. In the contest last year, we 
invited all members of a family to take part, making 
their own duplicate ballots and in many cases this wa 
done, with results indicating many interesting family 
discussions as to the relative merits of the nominations 
In several cases, agricultural high school classes took !t 
up as an educational project and submitted ballots from 
each student. We would be sorry to lose these interest- 
ing angles, but would feel it necessary to limit voting 
to official ballots, one to each subscriber. 

We would be very glad to have the reaction of our 
readers in’ the matter. Would you like to participate d- tai 
rectly by your vote in determining the official All-Amer- 
can placings for 1938? The 1937 contest results indi- 
cate that this method would get results for all practicél

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Leg Markings 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I believe we owe it to the Holstein breeders in gen- 
eral to define more clearly just what color markings ap- 
pearing below the knees and hocks are objectionable. 
Certain markings are referred to as indicating the intro- 
duction of scrub or grade blood. 

Several years ago, it was my opinion that a mottled 
marking below the knees or hocks was meant, especially 
if the black marking touched the hoof. Our present 
by-laws do not sustain this belief. 

Recently the World published some pictures of beau- 
tiful animals bred by the “Master Breeder’’ Dick Paul. 
Some of these animals showed black nearly to the hoof. 
Should the offspring of some of these animals have points 
of black extending to the hoof, should they be consid- 
ered to have scrub blood? They would be refused regis- 
tration under our by-laws. 

Our by-ways accept animals with 
mottled appearance but 


legs that have a 


refuses registration to animals 
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with continuous black extending to the hoof. We may 
have black at the hoof, provided it does not extend en- 
tirely around the hoof. We may have black at the hoof 
extending nearly to the knee or hock. In fact, we may 
have a black stocking interspersed with white lines in 
the proper places and it is acceptable, according to the 
by-laws. Is this what we want and are breeding to 
produce? It is my belief that most of our breeders ob- 
ject to black markings at the hoof and want the lower 
part of the legs white. 

It seems to me that the best way for our Associa- 
tion to make it clear to all breeders just what leg mark- 
ings are considered objectionable, is to substitute for its 
present by-laws, the resolution proposed by the Chenango 
County Holstein Club barring the registration of any 
male with any black marking at the hoof. This restric- 
tion wouldn’t be a hardship on anyone and would put the 
Association in the position of definitely disapproving of 


any black marking at the hoof. I believe if this by- 
law were adopted that a few generations would show 
a marked improvement in a lessening of the number of 


animals showing black at the hoof. 
Through the courtesy of Secretary Clemons of the 
Canadian Association and of Secretary Seaverns of our 


Association, I am able to give the following figures, the 
result of a check for one week of the applications for 
registrations in each office. 

Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada: 114 appli- 
cations received for males; 694 for females. Two males 
out of 114 showed black markings at the hoof. 

Holstein-Friesian Association of America: 430 applica- 
tions received for males; 1,420 for females. Two males 
out of 430 showed black markings at the hoof. The 
figures also indicate that only about one male is regis- 
tered for every six born (assuming that equal numbers 
of male and female calves are born) by Canadian breed- 
ers. Likewise our Association registers less than one 
male for every three born. 

In view of the general belief on the part of our 
breeders that the white on the lower part of the legs 
of our cattle has a real commercial value, it does not 
seem as though any one should object to having the 
few males barred from registration that the proposed 
by-law would effect.

come from it in direct line. Her son, General Home- 
stead Mercedes, was All-American as a calf and yearling 
in 1924 and 1925 and was later sold for export at a 
handsome price. This cow probably did more for Mr. 
Zoberlin than the sister he sold for $3,100. There are 
many of the family still in the herd, several above 800 
lbs. fat in B. 

Highest record ever made in the Zoberlin herd is 
that of Elsie Colantha Polkadot with her Class B record 
of 1,022.4 lbs. fat, 31,244.5 lbs. milk, a world’s record 
for milk when made. Her daughter also broke the 3- 
year-old record. In fact, we understand without check- 
ing back to see just what they all are, that seven world’s 
records have been broken in this herd, and that it holds 
today seven Wisconsin state records in Class B. Down 
through the years, 13 records above 800 lbs. fat have 
been made under the practical conditions in this herd, 
many of them in Class B. Two cows he has sold went 
on to make 1,000-lb. fat records for their new owners. 
Five of these 800-lb. fat cows are in the herd today, and 
15 daughters of 800-lb. fat cows. 

Mr. Zoberlin does not believe 
attention on a few test cows and 
The herd has been consistently among the leaders in 
C. T. A. work. The current herd average, containing 
many heifers, will be about 440 lbs. fat with a herd test 
of about 3.8%. Mr. Zoberlin has always been progressive 
in the matter of herd health, cleaning up early on T. B. 
from which the herd has been free for many years. He 
was also among the early ones to recognize the im- 
portance of eliminating Bang’s Disease, and the herd 
has been certified Bang’s Free for the past six years. 
Today, in the herd of about 45 milking cows, there is 
not one, he tells me, that giving them breeding 
trouble—a real tribute to the management of the herd. 

To us, there are few more inspiring stories than the 
actual experiences of John Zoberlin with Holsteins. Start-

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ing without financial resources, he has bought and paid 
for his farm of over 400 acres of Wisconsin land whi 
has constantly improved in productiveness under pis 
care; he has equipped it with a comfortable, moderp 
home and a practical, modern and adequate set of farm 
buildings. He has raised and educated his family of ty 
girls and has on the farm today one of the most valuapje 
herds of cattle in our breed, everything except the herd 
sires of his own breeding. It is an achievement of whic 
any man is entitled to feel proud. It is also an achieve. 
ment of which the whole industry should be proud, pe. 
cause it illustrates the possibilities in our breed where 
intelligence in selection of breeding animals, courage jp 
the purchase of good sires, progressiveness in methods 
of development and hard work and sound managemer: 
have brought rich fruits from modest beginnings. 

The writer spent an afternoon at the Zoberlin Syp. 
mit Farm last month, getting the material for this story 
and some of the pictures which we are preesnting with { 
John modestly asked us to say nothing of his part ip 
it—‘‘give the cows the credit’ was the way he put it, 
“folks ain’t interested in me.’’ I hope John, when he 
reads this, will not feel we have betrayed his confidence 
but we could not present an adequate story of the Zober. 
lin Holsteins without including something of the map 
back of them—a penniless immigrant boy who has made 
such a worthwhile contribution to the resources of his 
adopted America. His modesty makes it impossible for 
us to present his picture here as we would like to have 
done. 

The announcement in the World last week of the 
forthcoming dispersal of the great Zoberlin herd mus 
have come as rather of a shock and surprise to the Hol- 
stein industry—a surprise and then the realization of ar 
opportunity. We have known of it for some little ti 
with a feeling of sorrow. Just a little over a year ago 
we stopped in at the hospital in Sheboygan to call o 
John Zoberlin. If we had been a few days earlier, ¥ 
would not have been permitted to call, as doctors ané 
friends had just about given up hope that John Zoberliz 
would pull through the major operation he had jus 
undergone. But that wonderful constitution and ¢& 
termination brought him through from the very brisk 
of eternity. He is still not quite his old self when? 
comes to doing the work of a couple of men, as was bit 
earlier habit, and he finds it difficult to get out of the 
habit as long as the work is there to do. He has, a 
cordingly, decided wisely to leave the burden to young 
shoulders. That is the whole reason for the dispersal 
the Zoberlin herd on June 2—the day following 
Annual Convention of the Association.

sreeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle may accept the undisputed economic fact that 
producers do not like to receive, and will not long accept, less than the price paid for ‘base- 
test’ milk. Producers will rearrange their herds, even to the extent of adding red and yel- 
low cows without dealer insistence to raise the average butter fat content of their milk to at 
least equal the ‘base-test of their market’. 


Every breeder of Holstein-Friesian cattle should adopt a breeding program looking 
forward to increasing the percentage of fat in his herd milk to at least the breed average. 
greeding programs require years to work out. In the meantime every breeder, handicapped 
by a herd test below the breed average, should investigate the multi-purpose standardizing 
separator as the means of bringing the test of his milk to the ‘base-test level’. 


No greater menace faces dairy pure bred registry associations, regardless of whether 
they be Jersey, Guernsey, Swiss, Ayrshire, or Holstein, than the inevitable and irreparable 
disaster, to the development of an efficient breeding program which follows the mixing of 
breeds within a herd. In the battle to prevent breed mixin 


g all dairy registry clubs should 
be brothers fighting a common cause. 


No more vicious breeding practice has ever been 
adopted by dairymen of this country than that of adding yellow or red cows to a herd of 


pure bred Holsteins or of adding Holsteins to an equally well bred herd of the higher test- 
ing breeds. 


All dairy breeds have their good points established by hundreds of years intensive 
selection and concentration to a point where a fairly pure inheritance of the desirable 
characters has been concentrated. Indiscriminate cross breeding dissipates the highly desir- 
able characters of each breed and inevitably results in a mongrel herd. Mongrel dairy cattle 
produce milk at a high cost and thus reduce efficiency and increase the price which must 
be charged the consumer. The hope of the dairy industry lies in greater per capita consump- 
tion of milk and its products. Inefficient production, resulting in increased costs, depress 
sales and defeat the goal of health officers looking forward to solving many of the problems 
of public health by increased dairy intake of our population. 


Appoint yourself as a missionary in your own community to bring the dangers of 
mixing breeds within a herd to the attention of those considering or practicing this utter- 
ly unsound program of breeding. 


Standardization of milk, either on the farm or in the dealer’s plant, 


will solve the 
butter fat test problem with efficiency. 


Mixing breeds spells disaster to all concerned.

Judged by daughter-and-dam com- 
parisons, Commonwealth Roscoe Se- 
gis Boy 644451, owned by the Berea 
College Dairy. Berea, Kentucky, is 
the best living Holstein sire in Amer- 
ica as regards the butterfat index. 
There were eight hundred and sixty- 
nine Holstein sires in Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association herds 
throughout the United States proved 
py the daughter-and-dam compari- 
gon method during the period 1935- 
97, and this seven-year-old Berea 
sire ranked at the top of the list in 
Miscellaneous Publication Number 
977 of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which gave the in- 
dexes of all sires proved in Dairy 
Herd Improvement Associatidns 
from 1935 to 1937. 

In proving Roscoe Segis Boy, The 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, Washing- 
ton, D. C., used seven daughter-and- 
dam comparisons, based on twice- 
daily milkings and 305-day lacta- 
tions. The seven daughters, out of 
seven records averaged, produced on 
an average 10,876 pounds of milk 
and 526 pounds of butterfat per year. 
The seven dams, out of a total of fif- 
teen records averaged, produced on 
an average 10,876 pounds of milk 
and 355 pounds of butterfat per 
year. The difference in the produc- 
tion of the daughters compared with 
that of the dams averaged 3,658 
pounds of milk, three tenths of one 
per cent butterfat test, and 171 
pounds of butterfat per daughter per 
year. 

The transmitting index of Com- 
monwealth Roscoe Segis Boy, which 
is found by adding to the average 
production of the daughters the av- 
erage difference between the produc- 
tion of the daughters and that of 
the dams, is found to be 18,192 
pounds of milk, 3.9 per cent butter- 
fat, and 709 pounds of butterfat.

The annual meeting of the Minne- 
gota Holstein-Friesian Breeders As- 
sociation was held at Albert Lea on 
Thursday, March 24th with an at- 
tendance of 110 breeders at the busi- 
ness session during the day, and 
with 143 in attendance at the Hol- 
stein banquet and entertainment 
program in the evening. 


Morning Session 

The meeting was called to order 
at 10.30 a. m. by Axel Hansen, presi- 
dent of the State Association, and 
after his opening remarks, he ap- 
pointed the Nominating Committee 
and Resolutions Committee. The

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scientific, he presented it in a very 
interesting and understandable man- 
ner. He illustrated his remarks with 
a practical demonstration of the 
complicity of milk production. 


Glen Householder, Madison, Wis., 
Extension Director of our National 
Association, gave a splendid address 
on our ‘‘National Holstein Extension 
Problems.’’ He stressed the fact that 
the average fat test of our breed is 
gradually increasing and is now 
3.5% for the breed, but cautioned 
the breeders about laying too much 
emphasis on high fat content as Hol- 
stein breeders must consider both 
milk and fat production in our great 
dairy cow. In summarizing the ex- 
tension program he listed the fol- 
lowing from the standpoint of their 
importance: 

1. Milk problems from the stand- 
point of fat content; standardization, 
trade marking our Holstein milk, 
selling milk. 


2. Developing good breeding pro- 


gram based on a plan of continuous 
testing of all cows. 

3. Importance of getting new 
breeders started properly with Hol- 
steins. 


4. Stressed value of getting more 
publicity on our herds and breed. 

5. Condemned the practice of mix- 
ing dairy breeds and advised Hol- 
stein breeders to stop this practice. 

6. Advised breeders to keep up 
the registrations on their purebreds. 

7. Emphasized value of local Hol- 
stein organizations, provided they 
have a definite plan on which to 
work in helping develop our breed. 

Following the speaking program, 
the Resolutions Committee, headed 
by J. B. Irwin, offered the following 
resolutions, which received the unan- 
imous support of the breeders. 

1. Be It Resolved that we, mem- 
bers of the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders Association, extend to Mr. 
F. E. Murphy our appreciation and 
sincere congratulations for his great 
service to our Holstein-Friesian 
breed. And especially for the dis- 
tinction and honor he has brought 
to our state in the breeding and de- 
velopment of Femco Alma, through 
her recent world’s record produc- 
tion, as a two-year-old, of more than 
1,000 pounds of butterfat in one 
year. 

2. The introduction of frozen 
meat carcasses and hides from the 
Argentine into this country, would 
without question, submit the live- 
stock of the United States to the 
ravages of foot and mouth disease. 
Therefore, we protest any modifica- 
tion of existing restrictions on such 
importation and urge our represen- 
tatives in Washington to see that our 
people and herds are protected from 
such serious losses. 

3. With the impending surpluses 
in this country of all forms of dairy 
products, we most vigorously protect 


against any reduction in tariffs 
which will inevitably subject our 


dairy industry to heavy losses and 
seriously reduce the buying power of 
our greatest American industry. 

4. Owing to the serious losses that 
result from Bangs disease and mas- 
titis, we urge our state Livestock 
Sanitary Board to develop a definite 
control program, which we believe 
should include a plan for area test- 
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ing to eliminate the diseases from 
our state. 


5. The retail markets of milk in 
our cities are, in many instances, 
hampered by laws tended to prevent 
standardization of milk distributed 
to retail trade. We therefore, urge 
every city to provide in its laws, for 
standardization of milk, which is to 
the best interests of their con- 
sumers. 

6. We find that in our schools, 
hospitals, and public institutions, 
substitutes for dairy products are 
frequently used. Therefore, we urge 
our executive committee to contact 
the proper authorities to see that the 
children and inmates of institutions 
receive the most. beneficial and 
wholesome dairy foods. 

7. We, members of the Minnesota 
State Holstein Association, recom- 
mend to the National Association 
that they provide for registration in 
the Secretary’s office of birth cer- 
tificates with color markings, and 
showing sire and dam of calf, by 
each owner within 30 days of the 
birth of calf. 

8. Be It Resolved that we author- 
ize the president of our State Asso- 
ciation to appoint a committee of 
three, of which he shall act as chair- 
man to see that all legislative mat- 


ters receive careful and favorable 
consideration. 

9. After Mr. Irwin gave the re- 
port, Mr. W. S. Moscrip offered a 


resolution, requesting the delegates 
from Minnesota, to the National Con- 
vention in June, to present the name 
of A. J. Lashbrook of Northtield as 
a director from Minnesota for the 
National Association Board of Direc- 
tors. 

10. Be It Resolved that we, by ris- 
ing vote, express our appreciation of 
all the courtesies extended to us in 
this convention by the Freeborn 
County Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion, and the people of Albert Lea.

He also went into some 
detail how to interpret pedigrees and 
what to look for in buying a young 
bull. Both barn meetings were well 
attended, about 50 dairymen taking 
part, according to Ray Bender, man- 
ager of the Essex County Farm Bu- 
reau, who sent us the details of the 
meetings.

in addition it provides membership 
in the New Jersey Holstein-Friegjan 
Cooperative Association and yearly 
subscriptions to the Holstein-Friegian 
World and the New Jersey Farm anj 
Garden. 

A cooperator shall list with the 
secretary the approximate number of 
cows to be artificially bred during the 
year and a new list shall be required 
at the beginning of each year that the 
Project is in operation. 

Yearly Service Charge Per Cow 

The yearly cost per cow will de 
pend upon the total number of cows 
listed for breeding. It should rm 
between $4.00 and $6.00 per year 
and will cover (1) breeding of cow 
and (2) examination for pregnancy 
Reasonable effort will be made to get 
a cow in calf by the veterinarian, but 
he shall not be required to breed any 
cow more than three times between 
calvings. The service charge shall 
be paid to the veterinarian at the 
time each cow is bred. He shall 
furnish a receipt and turn the money 
over to the treasurer. 

Extra Charges for Treatments 

If in connection with visits to per- 
form his primary duties of breeding 
and examining cows for pregnalcy 
the employed veterinarian has time 
available for the treating of aly 
listed cows afflicted with breediné 
trouble, he may perform such ser 
ice, charge a reasonable price for tt 
collect the additional fee, give at 
ceipt for it and turn it over to the 
treasurer. Above a reasonable sul 
plus, the balance of money in th 

hands of the treasurer at the end © 
the year shall be returned to the 
operators in proportion to the fe 
paid in. 
Identification of Animals and Keepy 
ing of Breeding Data # 
For the purpose of proper identit- 
cation a coupon book shall be us 
by the veterinarian at all times 
When a cow is bred, full informati®’ 
such as sire used, date, name “a 
number of cow, owner, etc., shall ¥ 
marked down on the coupon oF © 
ceipt given to the owner. bx 
duplicate information shall be * 
down on the stub by the veterinari® 
for filing and reference. In additie 
the owner is required to keep ire 
ing records on_ special furnisi® 
forms.

This will inclu 
information about  preconcep” 
treatment, if any, the dates of - 
semination and examination © 
pregnancy. The managing pore 
tee shall have the right to lint 
increase the number of cows, #&™ 
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necessity for the successful operation 
of the project requires. If within 
the herds of several of the coopera- 
tors are cows Of other breeds which 
the owners are desirous of breeding 
artificially to a meritorious sire, the 
managing committee shall endeavor 
to secure the use of a qualified sire 
for this purpose. Enough cows would 
have to be available to warrant this 
extra step and the owners of the 
other breed must be willing to pay 
the additional charges that would 
probably be involved. 
Sires to be Used 

The association has leased one out- 
standing sire and arrangements will 
pe made for another. The first sire 
is N. J. E. S. Sir Mutual Ormsby 
Jewel Alice who has been leased 
from his joint owners, the New Jer- 
sey Experiment Station and Peter P. 
Van Nuys, Belle Mead, N. J. He is 
one of the outstanding proved bulls 
of the United States. His first 13 
daughters averaged 15,470 pounds of 
985% milk and 596 pounds of fat 
while their 13 dams averaged 14,090 
pounds of 3.5% milk and 493 pounds 
of fat. This gives ‘‘Alice’’ a ‘*B”’ 
index of 16,850 pounds of 4.20% 
milk and 708 pounds of butterfat. 
The income from the sale of addi- 
tional milk produced by the daugh- 
ters of this bull as compared with 
their dams has amounted to $36.00 
per year. If you like to count your 
chickens before they are hatched you 
can figure that this bull will con- 
tribute a sizable sum to New Jersey 
dairymen through artificial breeding 
to a large number of cows. He is 
now only six years of age. 

Advantages of Artificial Breeding 

Some of the advantages which are 
expected from artificial breeding are 
as follows: 

1, It should result in a more accu- 
rate breeding record of the cooperat- 
ing herds than is usually kept by in- 
dividual breeders. 

2. Superior sires will be made 
available at less cost per service than 
otherwise. The department of farm 
economics in New Jersey found bull 
service cost on New Jersey farms to 
be $7.03 per cow. 


3. Dairymen who have been milk 
producers only may now become 
breeders of cattle as well. 

_ 4. Dairymen who have been rais- 
mg no calves may now raise their 
own replacements, a better dairy 
practice. .

OHIO STATE SALE 


Ohio’s annual State Sale, which as 

usual will include a show of sale 
animals and a Holstein Breeders’ 
Banquet, is scheduled for May 4 and 
5 at Wooster, Ohio, where these sales 
have been held for the past several 
years. The offering will consist of 
130 head of registered Holsteins, all
